Exposed by Worthy Man’s 
Application, He Writes of 
His Own Death. | 





The arrest at Ottumwa, Io., of Al- 
pheus Daughtery, who had lived at Mad- 
ison, Ill, for 12 years, and had drawn 
a pension under the name of John L. 
Market, disclosed Saturday, according to 
federal officers, one of the most re- 
markable dual careers ever brought to 
the attention of the Pension Depart- 
ment. So shrewdly did Daughtery play 
the game of deception, it is said, that 
he convinced pension inspectors that he 
was the real John L. Market and the 
real one was false, and deceived his wife 
into believing that he had been drowned 
in Iowa and buried there. 

Daughtery was captured after he had 
been chased through four states by 
John J. Hyer of St. Louis, Special Ex- 
aminer of Pensions. Until his arrest 
his wife, who is still living in Madison, 
4u,, never suspected that he was not 
John L. Market, an old Union ‘soldier. 


Fraud Bared Recently. 

Three months ago wren the real John 
L. Market of Woodbury, [l., became 6C 
years old, and applied fcr the pension to 
which he was entitled, the pension au- 
thorities discovered that Daughtery had 
been drawing a pension for 12 years in 
the name of John L. Market. Hyer vis- 
ited Daughtery at Madison and so elo- 
quently and convincingly did the coun- 
terfeit Market plead his case that Hyer 
concluded that the’ applicant from 
Woodbury, who was the real Market, 
was the fraud. 


Had an Affidavit. 

A meeting was arranged between the 
two claimants at Effingham, Il, haters: 
Special Pension Examiner A. nis, 

Daughtery had an_affidavit- sworn=to+ 
by Lieut. W. T. Johnson of Market’s 
old régiment, to the effect that Daugh- 
tery was really Market. Daughtery*had 
gone to the home of Market one night 
and asked a place to sleép. Before 
leaving the next morning, Daughtery 
persuaded Market to give him his army 
discharge. Market told him that as. he 
was a bachelor without relatives, and 
did not intend to ask for a pension. 

When Daughtery displayed Market’s 
army discharge, Lieut. Johnson readily 
executed an affidavit swearing the gen- 
uineness of the counterfeit Market. 

Inspector McGinnis sent for Lieut. 
Johnson, whdo- denounced Daughtery as 
an impostor, and confessed that he had 
been fooled into giving the affidavit. 

Night Clerk Arnold of the hotel where 
Daughtery registered in Effingham rec- 
ognized him as a boyhood friend, and 
has his suspicions aroused when Daugh- 
tery registered as Market. Arnold re- 
ported the matter to McGinnis. 


Daughtery returned to Madison and 
told O. A. Friede, head watchman of 
the American Car and Foundry Co., 
that he had established the fact that he 
was the real Market. 


By this time the pension agents sus- 
pected that the Madison man had ob- 
tained the pension by fraud. When they 
were ready to arrest him he _ disap- 
peared. He told Friede that his sister 
was dying in Los Angeles and that it 
was necessary for him to visit her. He 
left Nov. 12, and then began the re- 
markable chase which resulted in 
Daughtery’s arrest at Ottumwa, Io., a 
few days ago. 

Wrote to His Wife. 


After Daughtery’s sudden departure, 
Friede, who had been assisting Hyer in 
working up the ‘ease, was convinced 
that the pretended Market was a fake. 
Nothing was heard from him until Dec. 
3, when he wrote a letter to his. Wife 
from Marshalltown, Io. Friede man- 
aged to get hold of the letter and turned 
it over to Inspector Hyer, who went at 
once to Marshalitown, only to {find that 
Daughtery had gone to Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., but when he got there no 
trace of him could be found. 

Ten days later a letter was received 
by Friede, signed by Thomas Bailey of 
Quincy, Ill. The letter stated that the 
writer had read in the newspapers that 
Market's identity and right to the pen- 
sion had been questioned. The writer 
went on to say that he had known Mar. 
ket during the Civil War and afterward. 
and was sure that he was the man who 
was entitled to the pension. Friede 
compared this letter with Daughter's 
handwriting and found that the writing 

was identical. 


Often Writes Letters. 


Hyer hastened to Quincy, ut again 
Daughtery had gone. Daughtery might 
nave escaped but for his ‘letler-writing 
penchant. He was trying to convince 
the autherities that he was the rea} 
Market by letters he wrote and signed 
with othes names. His last game was 
the most desperate of all. 

A few days ago W. T. ‘Tecklenberg, 
from whom Daughtery rented a house in 
Madison, Ill, received a letter signed 
sO. Williams, stating that a body had 
seen taken from the Des Moines River, 
ond a reat receipt signed by Techjen- 
verg had been found in the pockets.

After 
adjournment Williams sought the Dem- 
ocratic members’ cloakroom, but De 
Armond remained on the floor chatting 
with’ friends. The two did not meet. 

Mr. De Armond acknowledged today 
that he had been approached by a score 
or more of members who were anxious 
to bring about a reconciliation. He 
seemed annoyed at this activity and 
declares positively it had been without 
result. 

Democrats See Victory. 

As a result of the fistic battle on the 
floor the Democrats have declared that 
all feuds in the party’s congressional 
delegation must be ended. According to 
the leaders the Democrats have the best 
chance since 1892 to carry the House 
and the encounter between De Armond 
and. Williams has brought pointedly to 
their attention the fact that there must 
{be a spirit of co-operatton and a com- 
plete change in present methods. 
‘The Wemoerats will have to change 
‘election. to capture the House. There 
are that number, according to the re- 
turns from the last election, that went 
Republican by majorities of 1000 and 
less. Among them dare the Missouri 
districts that elected Ellis of Kansas 
City and Caulfield and Coudrey of St. 
Louls. 

Representative Ellis’ majority was 894. 
Coudrey was elected by 415 and Caul- 
field slipped in by the margin of 38 votes. 
Especial attention will be given to these 
three districts and the Democrats hope 
to have a solid delegation from Mis- 
souri éventually. 

The battle between Representative 
Lloyd of Missouri and Representative 
Flood of Virginia for the chairmanship 
of the Democratic Congressional Com- 
mittee is exciting much interest. 

Taft Not to Resign. 

It is Secretary Taft’s present intention 
to remain in the Cabinet. The President 
does not want him to leave, and the 
secretary himself sees no reason why 
the fact that he is a candidate should 
preclude his continuance as one of 
President Roosevelt’s advisers. 

This is the only bit of political news 
Secretary Taft has permitted to escape 
him since his return from his world 
tour. The announcement that Senator 
Foraker will spend the holidays itn Ohf» 
to get in touch personally with his cam- 
paign against Taft, has attracted inter- 
est here. The Senator is expected, in 
his speech tonight, in Cleveland, to deal] 
with politics. 

Taft and Cannon met in the Presi- 
dent’s office today, but no one knows 
how the first round resulted. If they 
came to blows the shock of combat was 
not heard in the anteroom, and when 
they emerged, arm in arm, neither bore 
signs of punishment. Taft said he and 
the President had discussed department 
matters. 

Secretary Hard at Work. 

Taft worked till after midnight last 
night and was on hand at 9 o’clock this 
morning. After being in his office less 
than an hour the secretary rushed over 
to the White House. In another half 
heur he was back in his office, where he 
will work late today on his mail and his 


annual report, to be published probably 


next week.

He found 
Garland on the bed with a bottle which 
had contained cocaine, and a hypoder- 
mic syringe. He was dying.

Twelve yéars ago he applied for a 
persion in the name of John L. Market 
and so perfectly did he present his evi- 
dence that he got it, being awarded $8 a 
month, which was afterward increased 
to $12. 

Entered Soldiers’ Homes, 

Ten years ago he went to the Old 
Soldiers’ Home in Marion, Ind., where 
he spent six months as John L. Market. 
He returned to Madison, and a year 
later was admitted to the Old Soldiers’ 
Home itn Quincy, Til. It was while he 
was an inmate there he met and mar- 
ried an Eastern widow. After his mar- 
riage he returned to Madison, Ill, and 
continued to live his duai life. 

Daughtery started in the foundry asa 
laborer, but showed such an aptitude 
for work that he was promoted to a 
machinist’s position. A few months ago 
he applied to Friede for employment as 
an assistant watchman. He stated he 
was a Civil War veteran, and that he 
had been weunded in the wrist ‘and 
fofearm bya bursting shell at the bat- 
tle of Shiloh. He was given a place as 
watchman a few weeks before the in- 
vestigation started which led to the dis- 
covery that he had been drawing a pen- 
gon to which he was not entitled. 

Doughtery is 51 years old, being too

Business Houses Buy Few 


Fowls for Christmas Gifts 
This Year. 





Many manufacturers and merchants 


who have in the past made it a prac- 
tice to give turkeys to employes at 
Christmas, have this year not placed 
orders with the wholesale dealers. 

A Fourth street commission merchant 
who sold 8000 turkeys to business houses 
and manufacturers last Christmas says 
his orders this year are under 500. 
“There, does not seem to be any con- 
certed action among the manufacturers 
and big business men to discontinue 
giving turkeys for Christmas presents,”’ 
said the commission man, “but we are 
not getting many orders. I suppose the 
financial flurry is responsible. * 


Other Orders Are Heavy. 


“Except from thig class of customers 
orders are as heavy as usual. There 
will be plenty of poultry in the market 
to supply the demand. Live turkeys 
are selling at wholesale at 11 cents a 
pound, and fresh dressed ones are going 
briskly to retailers at 12 and 13 cents 
a pound, 

“These, of course, are wholesale prices, 
There probably will be 50,000 turkeys 
sold for Christmas dinners in St. Louis. 
The demand is never 86 heavy for tur- 
keys during the Christmas holidays as 
Thanksgiving.” 

The Christmas dinner will cost prac- 
tically the same ag the Thanksgiving 


Market for 15 and 16 cents a pound, but 
the grocers are getting 18 and 20 cents 
& pound for fresh-dressed ones, Union 
market prices usually are 2 er 3 cents 
a& pound cheaper than the grocers’ 
prices, but as a rule the grocer handles 
a better grade of goods. 


Butchers Await Lower Price. 


Cranberries can be had at 15 and 20 
cents a box, butter at % and 38 cents 
& pound, and choice steaks at from 20 
to 2% cents a pound. Butchers look for 
@ drop of fully 2 cents a pound on all 
kinds of fresh meat next week on ac- 
count of the low price of cattle and 
hogs. 

The market for livestock has been 
lower during the past week than for 
many years. As soon as the stuff 
bought at these low prices can be 
butchered and sold to the retailers, the 
prices to consumers will come down.

Caldwell Taken Into Custody 
at Request of British 
Authorities. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—Robert Cald- 
weil, the American witness in the fa 
mous Druce case in wondon, was arrest- 
ed at Hoboken, N. J., after the arrival 
of the steamer Kaiserin Auguste Vic- 
‘toria here today. The arrest was made 
on request-from the British authorities. 

Caldwell is charged with perjury. The 
wireless telegraph had carried the report 
that he would be arrested to the steam- 
ship Kaiserin Auguste Victoria and it 
had been read in the daily newspaper 
printed aboard by Caldwell and all the 
other passengers. When the steamer 
arrived at quarantine Caldwell, who oc- 
cupled second cabin modations 
was almost in a state of collapse. 

When told by a@ newspaper man of a 
second report denying the authenticity 
of the statement published in the ship 
newspaper @ great load seemed to have 
been lifted from him. “Thank God;’ 
was his comment. Caldwell, however, 
appeared to be broken in health and 
spirit. 

Ia Immediate Asroated 

The temporary relia which came to 
Caldwell with the news which met him 
at quarantine was short-lived. Almost 
immediately after he haga stepped 
ashore at Hoboken he was taken into 
custody. 

Caldwell om Nov. 8 testified at the 
Druce trial that he knew the late Duke 
of Portland, both as the Duke and as 
T. C. Druce, at Welbeck Abbey and 
at the Baker street bagar. He added 
that he treated the Duké at both places 
for a disease of the nose. He further 
testified that, in conjunction with the 
Duke, he arranged the mock funeral 


of Druce.

While nothing in the nature of vociferation 
has taken place, there is an announcement from 
Minnesota that John A. Johnson is a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination at Denver. 

The still small voice from St. Peter and St. 
Paul may or may not have carrying power. That 
will depend upon the attitude of the people. If 
their ears have not been dulled they may hear 
and heed. If they cannot or will not hearken 
to the modest whisper from the headwaters of 
the Mississippi, the great noise from the Platte 
is as good as nominated already. 

Without assuming to champion the cause of 
Gov. Johnson, of whom not much is known, it 
may be said that, like Gov. Folk of Missouri, he 
unquestionably possesses some elements of avail- 
ability. It is only in recent years that Demo- 
crats have ignored these things. 

Until 1900 no Democrat ever was nominated for 
President whose defeat was conceded in advance. 
Even in time of civil war, McOlellan was thought 
to have a chance, and what proved to be a 
flasco in the case of Greeley started out with 
many ens of success. 

If it*be said that Gov. Johnson is unknown 

outside of Minnesota, the answer might be that 
he is better known both at home and abroad 
than Mr. Bryan was at the time of his first nom- 
ination. 
’ If inquiry be made as to what he has done, 
the reply might be that he has carried his own 
State twice, once in a presidential year, and that 
as Governor he has been identified with various 
reformatory measures admittedly beneficial to 
the people. 

Mr. Bryan carried Nebraska once, in 1896, but 
he has lost it regularly since then, and except 
for two terms in Congress, where he was more 
celebrated as a talker than as a worker, he has 
never held office, he has neither written laws 
nor enforced them, and he has not been highly 
distinguished as a newspaper publisher. Except- 
ing his candidacy in the Omaha district for Rep- 
resentative, he has an unbroken record of 
defeat. 

It may bé admitted that Mr. Johnson is not 
of commanding stature politically, but the fact 
remains that he is practically the one Democrat 
in a strictly Northern State who has been able 
to rise to high office from the wreckage of 
his party during the past 10 years. All others 
have been overwhelmed. Of most of them it 
can be said in truth that they nave been subdued 
as well as conquered. They have lost heart. 

If Mr. Johnson had not been an exceedingly 
loyal supporter of Mr. Bryan, like Gov. Folk of 
Missouri, he might by this time have had a for- 
midable campaign in progress. In this it is pos- 
sible that the people will discover evidence of 
modesty and of faithfulness which would not be 
out of place in high station. 

It is not necessary to hold a brief for Gov. 
Johnson to perceive that he has a right to be a 
candidate; that the people who favor him have 
reason on their side; that he appears to be a 
man of character, ability and promise, and that 
his party might easily undertake a more desperate 
adventure than his nomination would be. 

If he desires to be heard, however, in these days 
of clamorous self-seeking he will have to speak 
a little louder. 
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It must annoy the solemn exponents of blue 
law to perceive that Merry Christmas and Happy 
New Year do not fall on Sunday this year.

The trouble ,with Sam Hildreth’s 
$30,000 colt is an injury to the near 
fore foot, the result of a stone bruise. 
While galloping one day recently he 
picked up a stone in his “frog.” When 
he returned to the stable he limped 
badly, and on examination the source 
of the trouble was located and re- 
moved. 

Remedy Is Not Effective. 

The hoof was poulticed in order to 
draw out the fever. This remedy did 
not prove effective, for the hoof con- 
tinued tender to the touch. The colt 


timped every time he placed the in- 
jured foot to the ground. 

Alarmed at these symptoms, Hild- 
reth, who is one of the cleverest 
trainers of a racehorse in America, 
examined the injured hoof carefully 
and found a spot about the size of a 
dollar on the wall of the hoof that 
showed signs of being bruised. The 
pressure of a finger against it caused 
Uncle to wince with pain.

This injury to Uncle is similar to 
the one that caused McChesney’s re- 
tirement. “Big Mac” came from the
